legislation has been introduced into the Penna. Fouse of Representa- 
tives which seeks to amend Public Law 805, No. 247 by spcifically 
exempting amateur radio antennas and towers from inclusion. The new 
section specifically states, "No zoning ordinance shall exclude or 
restrict the erection, location or height of an amateur radio anten- 
na, or the tower supvorting such antenna. An ordinance may regulate 
the construction or maintenance of an antenna tower, but only to the 
extent it is necessary to protect life or property." It is refresh- 
ing to see laws being introduced which favor the radio amateur. a 
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more from the Zipper --- 


The bill will take effect in six months after passage and could set a precedent for 
other states to follow. It is currently being considered by the Pennsylvania Committee on 
Local Government. Bob Wilderman, K3SRO, contacted his state representative (Benjamin H. 
Wilson) to get the proposal written and introduced as a State bill. K3SRO ts also working 
on another bill that will also help amateurs and property owners alike. This bill requires 
all deed restrictions (written in plain English) to be given to a home buyer before any 
deposit is placed on any property to be purchased. is way, the buyer is fully aware - 
any existing covenants before any funds are expended. While it may too late for him, it 
will save other amateur radio operators from the anguish that Bob has gone t ‘through.
